WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 —The Ameri­ 
can Navy is seriously lacking in the 
latent type of submarines, according 
to inform ation m ade public recently 
by the Navy Department. "On paper” 
the United S tates lias 142 subm arines 
but many el them are considered ob­ 
solete. 
Types, of subm arines in which the

m arin e. 
Thfj announcem ent was regarded as ' 
one ol' much importance by officials 
hero, who are known to be opposed to 
any possible suggestion for cutting in­ 
to present building plans of the W ar 
D epartm ent. 
T he United States has no mine-lav- 
er types at all, but has three rteet 
subm arines <i the so-called V-type un­ 
der construction. These three boats 
art> government-designed and are the 
last word in 
their class.

building on the ways at the Ports­ 
mouth. N. H., Navy Yard. They are 
about 2,000 tons surface displacement

feet long and
